They were followed 
in the nex t centu ry b y the rival Du tch and 
English. By the 18th centu ry, the latter had 
attained a monopoly of the China trade. The 
first American ship arrived in 1784. 
Unab le to keep the “foreign devils” ou t 
entirely, the Chinese tried their time-honored 
tactic of playing one b arb arian off against 
another. Trade was restricted to the port of 
Canton and all dealings had to b e handled 
throu gh the Co -h o n g , 
a monopolistic associa­ 
tion of merchants, who occu pied nearly the

b ottom of the Chinese social scale. Govern­ 
ment officials all along the line ex tracted their 
“squ eeze” from the profits. 
In 179 2/ Britain sent Lord Macartney as 
head of its first diplomatic mission to China. 
After mu ch dispu te over the qu estion of kow­ 
towing—literally knocking one’s head against 
the floor nine times b efore the emperor—he 
was permitted to present his requ est. 
In his answer to George III, the Emperor 
Ch’ien Lu ng noted the king’s “hu mb le desire 
to partake of the b enefits of ou r civilization” 
b u t i n f o r m e d him nevertheless that “ou r 
Celestial Empire possesses all things in prolific 
ab u ndance . . . (We) have no need for you r 
cou ntry’s merchandise.” 
It was not a reply calcu lated to win friends 
and influ ence monarchs.
